THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE ST. STANISLAUS BASEBALL PROGRAM 


Last year the St. Stanislaus Rockachaw baseball team accomplished what 
no other SSC team had done in the past - they went to the Class 4A State 
Playoffs. In a thrilling 4-3 last-inning victory over St. Martin, the Rocks finished 
with a 7-3 district record. The District 4A Champion d’Iberville Warriors had an 
8-2 worksheet, with one of their losses an 11-inning 3-1 decision to St. 
Stanislaus. 

Although the Rocks were eliminated in the state playoffs by Petal (who 
had been in the state finals in three of the last four years), the groundwork was 
laid for a successful 1989 season. St. Stanislaus lost only four starters from their 
1988 squad. The pitching staff of Cedric Smith, Greg Schruff, Lloyd Nicaud. 
and Bert Dean have all returned for another season. 

Cedric Smith had an exceptional 1988 season, finishing with a 9-3 record, 
98 strikeouts, and a 1.39 ERA. These statistics led the entire Gulf Coast in all 
districts, which included over 75 pitchers from various schools. 

Second baseman Greg Schruff finished among the top five hitters on the 
Coast with a .429 average. His ability to get on base posed a threat to opposing 
pitchers, as he was successful in 14 out of 15 stolen base attempts. 

A strong infield this year should help propel the Rocks into the playoffs 
once again. Scott Heitzmann will assume the catching duties where his 
defensive skills and hitting ability will play a major role. Senior leadership from 
shortstop Marc Matherne and first baseman/pitcher Lloyd Nicaud should fuel 
the Rocks’ determination to win. 


Look for sophomore third baseman Kevin Jacobi and freshman left fielder 
Mick Quinlan to generate excitement with their hustle and enthusiasm. 
Rounding out the outfield will be seniors Gino Ascani in center, and Tom Zant 
or Bert Dean in right field. Robbie Bishop should add the needed hitting power 
SSC needs at the plate. 

Another big factor for the St. Stanislaus baseball program is the initiation 
of a Junior Varsity squad this year. Stephen Schruff, Robbie Bourgeois, John 
Rutherford, Adam Breerwood, Scott Niolet, and Terrell Lafontaine will gain 
valuable playing experience which will help the Rockachaws establish the 
continuity needed for SSC to be perennial contenders. 

Coach Mike Gemelli begins his second season as head coach, assisted by 
Rory Rafferty who also played his high school b aseball at St. Stanislaus.
